CLEARED ON NINE 
OTHER ACCUSATIONS 


Lieutenant Governor Is 
Immediately Sworn In. 
Deposed Executive Takes 
Verdict Impassively. 


Oklahoma City, March 20.—(@)— 
The second successive elected governor 
of Oklahoma was removed from of- 
fice today by the state senate court 
of impeachment when that body found 
Henry 8. Johnston guilty of a charge 
of general incompetency, preferred by 
the house of representatives. He was 
exonerated on nine other charges 
brought by the house. 

J. ©. Walton, Johnston's predeces- 
sor, was removed in November, 1925. 

W. J. Holloway, lieutenant gover- 
nor, was sworn in as Johnston's suc- 
cessor by Chief Justice C. W. Mason 
of the state supreme court immedi- 
ately after the senate court had com- 
pleted its vote on the impeachment 
chages. Holloway had been acting 
governor since Johnston was suspend- 
ed from office two months ago. 

Johnston, who as late as last night 
expressed confidence he would be re- 
stored to office, received the verdict 


impassively. Mrs. Johnston, who had 
been at his side almost constantly 
luring the lengthy trial, made no dem- 
onstration. 

The senate vote came as a dramatic 
climax to more than two years of 


political turbulence, which reached 
the impeachment pitch late in 1927. 
At that time, however, Johnston suc- 
cecded in dispersing hostile legisla- 
‘tors by court action after they had 
senght to convene on their own eall. 

Much of the fire against the John- 
ston administration centered on Mrs. 
©. O. Hammonds, whom he had estab- 
lished as his confidential secretary 
immediately after his inauguration in 
January, 1927. Declaring that the 
attack on Mrs. Hammonds and his 
ndministration was inapired by “dis- 
uppointed political spoilsmen,” John-

The man who led to victory the 
sreatest aggregation of armies ever 
assembled, passed away quietly. with 
his family about him and, devout 
Catholic that he was, with his mind 
and soul at peace after his last con-

The body will lie in state at the 
Invalides before the tomb of Napo- 
leon Bonaparte. There is little doubt 
that Foch will be laid away in his 
final rest in one of the niches of the 
crypt where the great Corsican lies. 

Foch was a marshal in the British 
army, an honorary title conferred on 
him after the armistice. Recognition 
of this was given immediately after 
his death when the government here 
cabled to the French ambassador in 
London to notify Great Britain of his 
passing.

Marshal Foch visited Atlanta in 
1922 on his totr of America. He 
spent a day in the city and was greet- 
el by a public reception committee 
that included Governor Thomas Hard- 
wick, Mayor James L. Key, and prom- 
inent Confederate and American Le- 
gion leaders. 

Hailed as the hero of the world war, 
Marshal Foch was greeted by a dis- 
tinguished array of former soldiers, 
members of the National Guard and 
R. O. T. C. organizations, and a group 
of Confederate veterans. He was the 
first important leader of the Allies 
to come to America after the armistice 
and Atlanta paid him royal homage.

Wash ngton, March 20.— (Special. ) 
In response to insistent demands made 
by prominent men associated with re- 
publican activities in the south, the 
senate special patronage committee 
plans to extend its investigation into 
all of the southern states, according 
to a statement here today by Senator 
Smith W, Brookhart, of Iowa, repub- 
chairman of the comm: ttee. 
Authority for the more extensive 
inguiry was granted in a_ resolution 
offered near the close of the recent 
session of congress by Senator Walter 
F. George, of Georgia, acting at the 
request of the committee chairman. 
The committee is now empowered to 
go not only into appointment of post- 
masters and postal employes, but all 
federal offices, including United States 
judges, district attorneys, marshals 
and collectors of interna! revenue. 
Senator Brookhart said many de- 
mands have recently b®en_ received 
from individual leaders in the various 
southern states Inviting the committee 
to examine local conditions in its in- 
quiry. He declared it was his inten- 
tion to press the investigation to a 
thorough conclusion, leaving no stone 
unturned in the effort to wipe out 
patronage scandals which have long 
invested republican affairs. 
Immediate plans of the committee 


| have not been disclosed fully, but the 


chairman stated that he expected tuo 
bring to Washington some time soon 
witnesses from Tennessee and Louis- 
iana, which appear to be the next two 
states listed for’ treatment. Already 
the committee has conducted an in- 
vestigation of postoffice appointments 
in South Carolina, Mississippi, Texas 
and Geprgia, revealing a system of 
regular “contributions” from postmas- 
ters and others duriug the past sey- 
eral years to the republican organiza- 


tien of the state. which was then head- 


ed by former National Committeeman 
Ben Davis, Atlanta negro leader. 
Report Not Filed. 

While a, final report has not been 
filed on the Georgia situation, most 
of the committee’s work in the state 
has been completed. It only remains 
for recommendations to be made, 
legislative and otherwise, for correc- 
tion of the abuses. 

Senator Brookhart recently publicly 
urged that the present civil service 
rules applying in the appointment of 
postmasters be abandoned and old 
regulations in practice during the Wil- 
son admin'stration be _ substituted. 
This would mean that the highest ap- 
plicant on the list certified by the 
commission would automatically re- 
ceive the job, regardless of political 
considerations. The present system. 
put in effect by President Harding at 
the beginning of his administration 
eight years ago, leaves the choice open 
to either one of the three highest eli- 
gibles, 

Incidental to the Brookhart pro- 
posal, rumors causing consternation 
have spread in Washington during the 
past few days that President Hoover 
is considering this very thing. He is 
said to be in favor of adopting the old 
Wilson system for the south particu- 
larly, but is understood to have met 
with opposition from political leaders 
in other states. Any executive order 
changing the civil service ‘practice 
could not be confined to the south. 
of course, but would be co-extensive 
with the rest of the country. 

Would Bring Change. 

Such an order would bring about a 
drastic change in political methods 
throughout the country, and would 
prove nothing short of a sensation. It 
is no secret that the basis of many 
state political organizations now is 
found in postoffice patronage. 

Still it would not be unlike Mr. 
Hoover to announce the new policy. 
He undoubtedly has given serious 
thought to the subject and has con- 
ferred with Senator Brookhart severa] 
times. The impression has been per- 
mitted to go out here that the patron- 
age committee chairman's plans for 
going through the southern states with 
a fine-tooth investigative comb have 
been approved by him. 

As for Florida, Senator Brookhart 
was unable to say for the moment ex- 
actly what the committee proposes to 
do there. Undoubtedly the state will 
be looked into along with the others. 
He is leaving it to the future to say 
to what extent.

ments, two for alleged embezzlement of 
the city’s funds, one for perjury, and 
three for alleged bribery, against for- 
mer Chief of Police S. H. Goodson, 
who was ousted from his position after 
nearly ten years’ service. 


Marietta. Ga., March 


The two embezzlement charges in- 
volve an alleged shortage of $43.60 for 
the past year. 


Mr. Goodson is reported to have suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown and is 
under the care of a physician at his 
home. Monday, the Marietta city 
council “fired” the entire police force, 
consisting of Chief Goodson and four 
officers, ‘for the best interests of the 
conununity.” 

The investigation of the police de- 
partment has been in progress for the 
past four days, it was said. 

The grand jury in its presentmenis, 
also ruked the city administration fer 
allowing alleged mismanagement of the 
police department, which it claimed 
had been going on for many years. 

The first embezzlement charge 
states that Goodson received $25 from 
Jess Carter, which was imposed for 
violation of the law and which never 
was accredited to the city, On this 
charge, Mayor Gordon Gann _ states 
that the money had been posted as a 
bond and that the case never went to 
trial. Mayor Gann claims the money 
is still at the city hall. 

The second embezzlement charge 
claims that Goodson received $18.60 
from B. H. Brown for city taxes for 
1927 which, it is claimed, were never 
entered in the city’s books. Goed- 
son’s. records showed it never had 
been paid. Mr. Brown preduced a 
photographic reprodiiction of the can- 
celled eheek. 

Of the bribery charges, one. that 
Goodson received $25 from Abe Scud- 
ders, colored, on February 9, 1928, to 
refrain from prosecution ef an alleged 
violation of the state prohibition act. 

Another charge was that Goodson 
received $25 from Will O'Neil, ceol- 
ored, “to influence behavior of ac- 
cused for violation of the state pro- 
hibition law.” . 

The third’ bribery charge claims 
that Goodson received $25 from John 
Jones to stop prosecution of a charge. 

The. perjury charge is based on tes- 
timony that Goodson is alleged to 
have given March 19, 1929, denying 
the existence of a certain book 
in keeping poliee department records. 
The book was produced at the session 
today. 

It was stated tonight that Good- 
son's trial would probably not come 
before the present term of court but 
would most likely be on the docket 
for the July term.

Statement Denies He| 
Was Present During 
Holdup of Grocery. 


DECLARES HARSH 


Wins Contest 


WOUNDED IN DUEL\y 


Claims Dressed 
Wound of Friend—Ar- 
guments of Counsel Will 
Begin This Morning. 


All evidence being concluded with 
the dramatic second appearance of the 
defendant on the witness stand during 
the day, the state and defense closed 
Wednesday night in the trial of Dick 
Gallogly, charged with the murder of 
Willard Smith. Arguments will begin 


will go to the jury by 6 o'clock to- 
night. 

Gallogly in h's supplementary state- 
ment to his unsworn testimony 
charged for the first time that George 
Harsh, his convicted alleged accom- 
plice, had been wounded in the gun- 
fire at the A&P grocery stare on 
Hemphill avenue on October 6, during 
which S. H. Meeks was killed. Gal- 
logly denied having been with Harsh 
at the A&P robbery, but said that 
when he met him later that night 
George told him that he had been 
wounded. The slay:ng of Meeks is at- 
tributed to Harsh. According to Gal- 
logly's second statement, Harsh claim- 
ed that one of the A&P employes shot 
a fellow employe during the battle. 

Testimony concerning the grocery 
holdup and other robberies had been 
offered by the state when_ the 
presiding judge, John D. Hunm- 
phries, of the Fulton superior court, 
ruled. it admissible. in rebuttal 
to Gallogly’s first statement of the 
day, in which he declared he accom- 
panied Harsh to the store where 
Smith was slain solely in an attempt 
to dissuade him from his announced 
intent to rob the store. The rebuttal 
testimony was offered at the first trial 
of Gallogly, which resulted in a mis 
trial, but ruled out by Judge Virlyn 
B. Moore, who was presiding. A mo- 
tion to rule out all of the rebuttal 
testimony was tade by Sam D. Hew- 
lett, of defense counsel, but Was over- 
ruled by Judge Humpbries. 

Four Hours of: Argument. 

Four hours of argument will be 
perniitted both state and defense to- 
day. It was announced that Deputy 
Solicitor Ed A. Stephens would speak 
first for the state. to be followed by 
Sam D. Hewlett and Paul 5. Eth- 
eridge, of the defense staff, Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin closing for 
the state and Reuben Arnold closing 
for the defense. 

Close.of the presentation of evidence 
came swiftly just as Judge Humphries 
was about to order night recess and 
came ‘after the state had halted un- 
expectedly and the defense had de- 
cided in a conference to put Gallogly 
on the stand once more. The state 
later offered two more witnesses in 
answer to Gallogly’s second unsworn 
statement and the case was ready for 
arguments and the jury. 

Gallogly’s Second Statement. 

The supplementary statement by 
Gollogly follows : 

“Some of this statement I wrote at 
the noon recess and the rest I have 
just written. 

“On October 6 Howard Kendall and 
[ exchanged cars. This was nothing 
unusual as I have exchanged cars 
with friends frequently. We expect- 
ed to go to see some girls and take 
them to ride, but my: car was a small 
roadster, while Kendall's car was & 
sedan, which had much more Seating 
space. Then, too, it looked like rain 
that night and we could not use the 
rumble seat of my car if it rained, 
These were the reasons as best I can 
remember why we swapped cars that 
night. 

“After George and I started out, 
George decided that he did not want 
to take any girls out that night, so 
we drove down to Cain and Peach- 
tree street and I decided to go to a 
moving picture show, and George said 
that he would take the car and drive 
around until 11 o’elock and meet me 


after 1 got o f theater in front 
of the Henry Grady otel. He met 
me there about 10:4% vr 11 o'clock, 


after I had left the picture show. 

“I did not know where George had 
been with the car but after I met him 
in front of the Henry Grady hotel and 
we started out to the drugstore to 
exchange cars back, George told me 
he had been in a shooting scrape with 
two men, and had gotten shot, 

He said one of the men, when 
shooting at him, had shot the other 
man. and that he had fired back and 
didn't know whether he hac hit the 
man or not. I told George it was 
just a question of time as to when 
he would get killed if he didn’t quit 
drinking and getting in fights with 
people. 

“We went on back to Seventeenth 
street and J] took George Forrester 
and George Harsh home in my car 
vut to my house. 

“TI dressed George's wound the best 
that I eould. After that day. Jack 
Mahoney, his rvommate, dressed 
George’s wound. 

Borrowed Pistol. 


“As I said before in my statement, 
George had borrowed my pistol sev- 
eral times. This was a pisiol I had 
had ever since I was a cadet at (Cul- 
ver Military academy, where pistol 
target practice was a part of the 
regular training. George may have 
had my pistol that night as he had 
borrowed it sometime before. Some- 
time after that George returned the 
pistol. 

“IT didn’t see George any more after 
that except occasionally on the cam-

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Foch Became 
Allies Chiet 
11 Years Ago 


President Wilson First Told 
World of Unified Com- 
mand for Armies.

Washington, March 20. — Eleven 
years ago tonight German troops were 
moving up in dense masses to strike 
the most terrific blow ef the war just 
at dawn March 21 on a 50-mile front 
against British troops. The roar of 
preparatory bombardment rattled 
doors and windows in Dover, far 
across on the east coast of England. 

The final struggle for mastery was 
at hand; the hour for the coming of 
the greatest soldier of the war, Ferdi- 
nand Foch, marshal of France, had 


struck. 

Nine days ‘ater Foch was gener- 
alissimo of all the allied and Amertri- 
can forces on the western front. First 
word of this final act to we'd into a 
single force the armies battling back 
the German on-sufge came in a cryp- 
tic message of congratulation to Foch 
sent by President Wilson March 29, 
1918. 

Wilson’s Message. 

“May I not convey to you my sin- 
cere congratulations on your new au- 
thority?’ the war president wrote. 
“Such unity of command is the most 
hopeful augury of ultimate success. 
We are following with profound in- 
terest the bold and brilliant action of 
your forees.” 

Not until next day, March 30, did 
Lloyd George, in London, announce 
this fateful decision. 

On March 29, too, came Pershing’s 
terse message announcing that he had 
thrown all American forces in France 
into the scales, 

“Have made a'l our resources avail- 
able and our divisions will be used as 
needled.” the American commander ca- 
bled after his conference with Foch. 
“French are in fine spirit and both 
armies seem confident.” 

So it comes that almost on the 
eleventh anniversary of the greatest 
moment of his career, when to him 
passed command of a military ma- 
chine more vast than any the world 
had ever dreamed of theretofore, 
Foch. hero of the first Marne, has 
breathed his last. 

He was never to forget the part 
America played in demanding unified 
command and in urging his selection

If 
these children are at home (often unu- 
der the care of servants). they do not 
have companions of their own age, 
and are lonely little children in an 
adult world. 

The kindergarten furnishes nour- 
ishment for mind and spirit and en- 
riches the child’s life with the knowl- 
edge of thitigs usetul as well as beaun- 
tiful. It gives the child an opportu- 
nity for self-expression, creative work, 
and freedom. Is there anything that 
brings greater joy than the fact of 
accomplishing something—no matter 
how simple? In the kindergarten 
the child does this. He is alowed to 
choose his work, but must check-up 
on results. Has he done something 
worth while? Has he made something

“IT had no idea he was going to try 
anything of that kind when we started 
from Oglethorpe that night. - I had 
told him when he showed me his 
wound, received on October 6, that 
he had better cut out drinking so 
much and getting in scrapes like that 
in the future. 


“When he told Mahoney to stop 
the car near the McRoberts drug- 
store on Eighth street, one of my 
reasons for begging him not to go 
and for following him, was the knowl- 
edge that he had been shot while 
drunk before. As I went up towards 
the drugstore with him, begging him 
not to go in I called attention to the 
fact that he had already been shot 
_ once and that he was sure to get into 
- trouble, but he was drunk and did 
net give any heed to me. I hoped 
up to the very last minute, when I 
caught him by the arm just before 
he entered the drugstore that I could 
stop him, but I could not. 

“In my first trial I did not bring 
in about George being shot on October 
, because nothing was said at that 
trial about this oeccurrance and I 
confined my statement to the McRob- 


erts drug store, This is also the rea-! 


son why 1 did not in my first state- 
ment say that I had tel! George on 
that night that as he had heen shot 
once he had better not go into the 
drug store. 

Denies Being Present. 

“As to Mrs. Billy, that woman never 
Saw me in the drug store at Myrtle 
and Ponce de Leon avenue because I 
was not there. I never saw the wom-

to the jail twice with officers, in an’! 


attempt to identify me and failed to 
do so both times. At one time she iden- 
tified a boy named Lonnie Hunt for 
me, and J waw her do it. Officers 
Griffin and Holland were present 
when she identified Lonnie ITunt for 
me. I] well remember that the first 
time she ever identified me was at 
the trial of this case when it was 
tried hefore. was sitting in the 
rourtroom at the table and an officer 
brought her to the door and pointed 
me out, byt she at first shook her 
head. Deputy Sheriff Jim White was 
standing by me at the time and knows 


this is true. She was 
brought back again and I then heard 
her say, ‘this is him.’ There isn’t a 
word of truth in that woman's evi-

“When -I was arrested in Athens I 
was told by a gentlemen there, whose 
name I do not remember, that my 
mother had employed lawyers to help 
me in Atlanta and that these lawyers 
would meet me at the station house, 
and not to talk to anybody till I saw 
my lawyer, whom the man told me 
was Mr. Arnold. I was not carried 
to the station house at first, but was 
earried to the solicitor’s office in the 
courthouse, where [| was kept for two 
or three hours.

“The assistant solicitor and others 
asked me a hundred questions, and I 
thought the only purpose of these 
questions was to lay some kind of a 
trap for me, and I did not even know 
what I was charged with, so I said 
nothing and made up my mind to 
wait until I saw my lawyer before I 
said anything. 

“As to Mr. Lowe's evidence that 
Harsh at the jail said something in 
my presence, I know this was an ef- 
fort to trap me into making some 
statement. I do not even remember 
what Harsh said but I told Lowe in 
Harshs presence that I had no state- 
ment to make. I told Mr. Lowe when 
he came up to me the first time that 
I would not make him any statement 
as my lawyers told me not to talk to

H. Meeks, 
A&P grocery clerk, for which both 
are under indictment, was presented 
by the state, under direction of So- 
licitor-General John A. Boykin, after 
the presiding judge, John D. Humph- 
ries, of Fulton superior court, had 


ruled the evidence was admissible. 
The ruling came after a vigorous pro- 
test by Reuben Arnold and other 
members of the defense counsel staff 
and was the state’s rejoinder to Gal- 
logly’s unsworn statement, the only 
testimony offered in his behalf. 

The state previously had rested and 
unless the additional evidence was 
ruled admissible planned to use only 
Jack Mahoney, college associate of 
Harsh and Gallogly, as its lone re- 
buttal witness. Should the evidence 
have been barred the arguments would 
have begun immediately and would 
have been completed at the time of 
night recess Wednesday night. 


Woman New Witness. 


Outstanding the new line of evi- 
dence was the testimony of a woman 
witness, Mrs. Edward E. H. Billie, 
who witnessed the robbery of the drug- 
store at Ponce de Leon avenue and 
Myrtle street on the night of Octo- 
her 6, the night of the slaying of 
Meeks. The robbery of the drugstore, 
which is owned by A. H. Drucker, 


occurred about an hour before the 
pistol duel in the A&P store at 1004 
Hemphill avenue, which resulted in 
the slaving of Meeks. 

The testimony of Mrs. Billie was 
in an attempt by the state 
to show that Gallogly, enacting the 
same role which the state charges he 
plaved in the robbery attempt at the 
McRoberts drugstore, S02 Boulevard, 
N. E., where Smith was slain, acted 
as “lookout” for Harsh after he had 
led the way to the store and “posted” 
himself at the door. 

Mrs. Billie, a woman past middle 
age, told of walking along Ponce 
de Feon toward the drugstore when 
she first noticed two young men she 
later learned are Harsh and Gallog- 
lv, and how she stood aside for them 


into the drugstore.

“T have been sick with flu and con- 
fined to the hospital for several weeks. 
My voice was gone for ‘two or three 
weeks and I have just recovered it. 
I have put this statement in writing 
under the advice of my lawyers so 
that I might leave nothing out. 
have written this entire statement 
out myself. 

“I met George Harsh in June of 
last year. I was then 18 years old 
and became 19 in September. Harsh 
was little older than I was. We went 
around some together. Harsh was 
very attractive and I liked him very 
much. He talked a great deal about 
his adventures and experiences in 
Milwaukee, and the boys admired him. 
Jack Mahoney and a number of other 
boys were among our combinations. 
Jack Mahoney and Harsh were room- 
mates at Oglethorpe. I lived with 
my grandmother, Mrs. James R. Gray, 
on Peachtree road, which is about 
five miles this side of Oglethorpe. 

“I regret that we got into the habit 
of drinking, and I will say now that 
when this trouble occurred we were 
drinking. I am satisfied that but for 
his drinking; George Harsh would 
never have gone inte the McRoberts’ 
drug store. 

Went for Ride. 
“On the night of October 16, George

“T had no intention of taking any 
part in the robbery. When 1 caught 
George by the arm at the drug store, 
he pulled away from me apd went 
in. And while I was standing on the 
outside near the door, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it, 1 heard 
a shot from a small ealiber pistol. 
Then I heard two shots from a large 
caliber pistol. 

“IT could not see into the drug 
store. I noticed a little negro come 
running out of the drugstore and 
across the street. ‘The statement that 
I struck this negro with a pistol or 
anything else is entirely false. 1 never 
touched him. I could not have hit 
him with a pistol because I did not 
have one with me. I afterward learn- 
ed from George that he had my pistol 
and had taken it out of the pocket of 
my car before he left the car. ‘The 
statement of Mr. Kirkpatrick that I 
stood in the door is not true. 

“T do not think that Mr. Kirkpat- 
rick or anyone in the store saw me, 
because when I pulled George by the 
arm to get him not to go into the 
store, he pulled away from me and | 
drew back.

“Mahoney and I then rode out to 
my house and as we were crossing 
Peachtree creek, on Piedmont road, 
Mahoney threw the bloody clothes over 
frem the right-hand side into the creek, 
or at least he said he threw the clothes 
into the creek. I understand that they 
were afterwards found. We went on 
to my house and Mahoney spent the 
night with me. 

“That night Mahoney talked with 
me about several robberies in. whi¢h 
he had engaged and in which Harsh 
did the robbing and in which Mahoney 
drove and waited in the automobile. 
He said that on three or four differ- 
ent occasions he had been with Harsh 
on these robberies and had each time 
gotten his share of the money obtained. 
Mahoney also told me that night: that 
he had tried to get Harsh to join him 
in robbing a bank in Acworth, some- 
where between Atlanta and Rome, 
which he had noticed on*his way up 
to Rome when he was attending Dar- 
lington schools, but that Harsh had 
refused to join him in it. 

“I am not guilty of murder. I did 
not kill Mr. Smith and had no part 
in his killing. Mr. Smith would be 
living today if George Harsh had 
heeded my advice and had _ eyen 
at the last moment come back with me 
when I pulled him by the arm and 
tried to keep him from entering the 
drug store. I did not tell Mahoney 
to call up Morgan Sutton and use my 
name, 

“Mahoney called Sutton himself in 
his own name. 

“When I was arrested in Athens, a 
gentleman came to me and informed 
me that my mother had employed a 
lawyer for me in Atlanta, Mr. Ar- 
nold, and not to say anything to any- 
body until I saw Mr. Arnold. For 
this reason I made no statement to 
anybody at Athens or anywhere else 
until I saw my lawyer and on coming 
to Atlanta I was tirst taken by the 
court house and then carried to the 
station house,” 

Mahoney Takes Stand. 


Mahoney took the stand as the first 
of the state’s rebuttal witnesses and 
before Solicitor-General Boykin an- 
nounced his intent to put into the evi- 
dence, if possible, testimony concern- 
ing the other crimes with which Gal- 
logly is charged. 

Mahoney, 20-year-old student, room- 
mate of Harsh and,- according to his 
testimony, a lifelong friend of CGal- 
logly, declared that he met Harsh and 
Gallogly at the Oglethorpe dormitory 
where he and Harsh roomed on the 
night of the Smith slaying imme- 
diately after a meeting of the Kappa 
Alpha fraternity of which Gallogly 
Was a member and Harsh and Ma- 
honey pledges. 

“They asked me if I wanted to go 
for a ride, and we started toward 
town,” Mahoney testified. “We drove 
around for a couple of hours and 
finally headed in the neighborhood of 
Soulevard and Jackson streets, where 
the two boys said they had deges.” 

Mahoney declared that Harsh and 
Gallogly got out of the motor car, 
Gallogly’s sport roadster, at Green- 
wood avenue and Jackson street and 
lold him to circle the block several] 
times until he picked them up, 


Learns of Holdup. 


“They said they did not want the 
sirls with whom they had dates to 
know that there were three boys in 
the ear and also that they had to slip 
the girls from their homes.” the wit- 
ness said. “I drove around the block 
twice and on the second trip picked 
up Harsh and Gallogly on Greenwood 
avenue near Jackson street, not far 
from where I let them out.

| Mahoney said that it was not until} 
| he had driven several blocks that he 


learned of the attempted holdup and 
the shooting of Harsh by Smith and 
the shooting of Smith by Harsh. 

“Dick told me that he thought 
Harsh had shot two men,” Mahoney 
testified, 

Mahoney said the three then drove 
far out on the Howell Mill road. 
past the end of the street car line 
where they stopped, examined and dis- 
covered the danger of Harsh’s wourd. 
He described how they then went to 
the home of Morgan Sutton, a_ pre- 
paratory medical student at Emory, 
obtained what aid Sutton could give, 
tried to locate Jack D. Wright in 
his Sixteenth street apartment and 
failing dreve to the Emory clinic. 

Go to Wright Apartment. 

“William C. Hightower sought to 
get Harsh in the elinie but it was 
closed,” Mahoney said. “He, too, was 
a medical student and warned us of 
the danger of Harsh’s wound and we 
then drove back to Sutton’s home, 
called Mr. Wright again, found him 
home and obtained permission from 
him to bring Harsh to his apartment.” 

As did others describing the events 
following the shooting of Smith, Ma- 
honey testified that the trip from Sut- 
ton’s home to Emory, back to Sutton’s 
home and thence to Mr. Wright's 
apartment was made in NSutton’s car, 
a sedan, much larger than the road- 
ster owned by Gallogly. 

Mahoney said he did not hear 
Harsh tell of the robbery attempt 
while he was being assisted by Sutton 
and Wright, that he knew nothing of 
the Harsh clothing mentioned by Gal- 


logly in his unsworn statement until 
he saw the clothes in a bundle on the 
seat of Gallogly’s car after they had 
returned to it from Wright's apart- 
ment and had started to Gallogly’s 
home in Peachtree road. ( 

“When we were near’ Peachtree 
creek on Pisdmont road Dick told me 
to tear the collar and Jaundry mark 
from the shirt and hurl the clothes 
into Peachtree creck,’ Mahoney said. 
“IT did this.” 

The collarless shirt and bloody un- 
derwear, which Chester Gaving, a 
sand company employee, testified to 
having found in the creek on the 
morning of October 17, were admitted 
into the evidence. 

Mahoney Sticks to Story. 


Mahoney stuck to his story despite 
a long and withering cross-examina- 
tion by Reuben Arnold, Paul 8S. Eth-

nold in his cross-examination brought 
Mahoney the fact that he 
had been indicted recently by the De- 
Kalb county grand jury, the indict- 
ment charging that with Harsh and 
Gallogly he participated in two rob-

Detectives | Called. 


Detectives Smith and Lowe were 
called to rebutt the statement of Gal- 
logly. Both testified that they ques- 
tioned Gallogly and heard him ques- 
tioned immediately after his arrest 
ahd that he made no mention of the 
contention that he sought to dissuade 
Harsh from entering the store where 


‘Smith was killed, but that he denied 


being with Harsh at all on the night 
of the slaying. Lowe also was cross- 
examined at length by Mr. Arnold on 
a statement Lowe on direct examina- 
tion had attributed to Harsh and 
which the detective said had been 
made in Gallogly’s presence in the 
Fulton tower. Mr. Arnold’s cross- 
examination was carried out in an at- 
tempt to show that Lowe had per- 
suaded Harsh to make statements in 
Gallogly’s presence in order to use 
them at Gallogly’s trial. 


__ Coach Alexander was called to clar- 
ify in the minds of the jurors the 
exact date Gallogly borrowed Ken- 
dall’s motor car, which the state con- 
tends was used on the night of the 
slaying of Meeks. Kendall testified 
that it was on the night after the 
football game between Tech and Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. Coach Alex- 
ander testified that the game with 
V. M. I. was played on October 6. 
It had been established definitely that 
this wate the date of the slaying of 
Meeks. 
Barber Put on Stand. 


The state also placed on the stand 
as rebuttal witnesses LD. Grogan, pro- 
prietor of a barber shop at 997 Hemp- 
hill avenue; Sam Morton, Jr., who 
was in the barber shop at the time 
of the robbery; I. V. Ellis, manager 
of the A&P store where Meeks met 
his death and who also was wounded 
in a gun duel with the slayer of his 
clerk, and Sam Morton, Sr., who lives 
a few doors from Grogan’s barber 
shop. 

Both Grogan and the younger Mor- 
ton described in detail how Harsh 
is said to have entered and robbed 
the barber shop and fled but neither 
was able to testify that they had seen 
an accomplice waiting for him on the 
outside. Ellis likewise was unable 
to testify as to any accomplice out- 
side his store, which was robbed a 
few minutes after Grogan’s shop. The 
senior Morton testified that he was 
sitting on his front porch when he 
heard the shots in the nearby grocery 
and a few minutes later saw a young 
man, believed to be Harsh, jump into 
a motor car which had been parked 
near the Morton home and speed 
away. 

The elder Morton testified that evi- 


car as its motor was started a minute 
before the fleeing grocery bandit jump- 
ed into it. He also said that since 
that time he has viewed Kendall’s 
car and that to all intents and pur- 


poses it closely resembles the car 
which was parked in front of his 
home that night and in which the 
A&P bandit fled the scene of the 
Meeks slaying. 

Woman Testifies. 


Mrs. Sam Morton, Sr., testified that 
on the night of the A&P robbery 
on Hemphill avenue, she saw a parked 
automobile, the motor running, near 
the store, and that a man ran or 
walked fast to the car from the store 
directly after the shooting. There was 
po cross-examination of Mrs. Morton. 

Detective Lowe was recalled to the 
stand to testify that Gallogly did not 
deny the statement by Harsh in Gal- 
logly’s presence. That Gallegly was 
“at the car when I got back.” Mr. 
Arnold tried to make Lowe admit that 
he was trying to trap Gallogly, but 
Lowe said that he had laid no trap, 
that he was merely trying to get Gal- 
logly to admit that he was there. 

The state had rested its case before 
the recess after offering a number of 
witnesses, chief among them being Mr. 
Wright and student friends and asso- 
ciates of both Harsh and Gallogly. 

Mr. Wright’s testimony was offered 
in an attempt to show that Gallogly 
had made no denial of alleged partici- 
pation in the attempted robbery of the 
store in which Smith was slain, that 
Harsh had told how “he and Dick 
went into the store to get a drink” 
and how it was suggested that “they 
rob the place just in fun.” <Accord- 
ing to Mr. Wright’s testimony, Gal- 
logly made no denial of the statements 
made by Harsh. 

Students Testify. 


The college associates of Gallogly 
and Harsh testified to seeing the two 
together on various occasions, while 
Dr. Julian Riley testified to treating 
the wound Harsh received at the hands 
of Smith. The testimony of Dr. Riley 
was identical with that he gave at the 
first trial of Gallogly, which ended in 
a mistrial, while the testimony of the 
student associates was offered merely 
to show a connection between the two 
accused youths and met with no con- 
test on the part of the defense. 

Large crowds continned to attempt 
to gain entrance to Judge Ilumphries’ 
courtroom to hear the testimony but 
only those able to get seats are be- 
ing admitted. Judge Humphries an- 
nounced Wednesday night that no per- 
son would he permitted to enter or 
leave the court room during the argu- 
ments today that all those who wish to 
hear the final pleas must be in their 
seats when court convenes at 9 in the 
morning and after the luncheon recess.

Seen as Logical Result 


Of Spy System by Borah 


Senator Cites Clever Use 
of Fake Court Orders by 
Notorious Prisoners at 
Leavenworth.

Washington, D. C., March 20,— 
(Special.) —Release of two notorious 
convicts, Hays Van Gorder and C. 
Von Esch, from Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary on fake court orders is regarded 
by Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho, as the natural and inevitable 
result of the use of false commitment 
papers and irregular methods of re- 
leasing prisoners by the department 
of justice in connection with its sys- 
tem of employing spies and under- 
cover agents in the federal prisons. 

Van Gorder, whose, escape from the 
Leavenworth penitentiary was effect- 
ed through a clever forgery of court 
decuments, is now back in prison but 
Von Esch, who escaped with him, 
is still at liberty. 

Borah Not Surprised. 


“I am not at all surprised to learn 
that clever prisoners have taken ad- 
vantage of the irregularities involved 
in the spy system to effect their 
escape,” Senator Borah said when the 
correspondent for The Constitution 
today showed him a dispatch contain- 
ing this news. “It is exactly what -I 
foresaw as an inevitable result of the 
methods employed in introducing un- 
dercover agents into the federal pris- 
ons and obtaining their release with- 
out the formal procedure of - pardon 
or parole. 

“It is sufficient evidence that, apart 
from its un-American character, the 
spy system must be condemned as af- 
fording opportunities to clever and 
dangerous prisoners to effect their 
release by the use of fraudulent dotu- 
ments, If the department of justice 
goes into the business of procuring 
the commitment of prisoners by meth- 
ods which are not sanctioned by law, 
we need not be surprised if prisoners 
take advantage of the means of escape 
which are thus offered. I trust that 
the attorney-general will take this 
incident into account in deciding 
whether he should abolish the spy 
system.’ 

The fact that Van Gorder was able 
to float a large batch of bogus money 
orders soon after his release from 
prison appears to have been due in 
large measure to the regulations of 
the department of justice prohibiting 
the wardens from giving out any in- 
formation regarding release of pris- 
oners. This regulation is understood 
to have been imposed to avoid the 
answer to inquiries inquiring release 
of undercover agents, 

When Van Gorder was released he 
immediately resumed his old task of 
passing forged money orders. His

The Red Cross worker said he was 
well ahead of the flood crest. His mes- 
sage came from Blountstown, F'la., 
which is south of River Junction, a 
city at the confluence of the Flint 
and Apalachicola rivers, where the 
business section was under high water. 

Meanwhile, relief and succor work 
went ahead rapidly in regions of 
south Alabama and Northwest Elori- 
da, over which the flood had passed. 
Additional refugees were permitted to 
return to their homes in the south 
Alabama section and take up the work 
of reclaiming their property and again 
resume the business of making a liv- 
ing. They had the sympathetic and 
whole-hearted assistance of the Ameri- 


the help of various 


authorities and 


Acts for Federal Aid. 
Governor Bibb Graves conferred 
with the Alabama delegation 
in congress to decide on a pro- 
gram of federal aid. This is wanted 
to relieve suffering and to help in 
rehabilitating the flood swept sections 

of the state. 
Although the Apalachicola river was 
more than two feet over the Victory 
highway bridge, across the Apalachi-|

Irregularities Develop in Stocks 
Following Early Strong Show- 
ing; Heavy Selling Stops Ad- 


vances Twice. 


New York, March 20.—Stocks 
opened strong and active under leader- 
ship of Anaconda and National Cash 
Register, both of which shot up 6 
points in the first 15 minutes, Irreg- 
nlarity developed before the end of the 
first hour followed by resumed heavy 
selling. 

Around the middle of the third hour 
a sharp recovery started with the oils 
and coppers leading. 

The early selling of stocks started 
when call money opened at 9 with 
higher rates predicted by money brok- 
ers followed . widespread talk of an 
increase in the rediscount rate here tu- 
morrow with the Boston and Chicago 
Federal Reserve banks following not 
far behind. 

Stocks began to recover around 1:30, 
continuing to advance after money 
went to 10 per cent in the last hour. 

Inasmuch as Governor Young, of 
the federal reserve board, stated only 
last Saturday that the rediscount rate 
would be advanced only as a last re- 
sort in checking stock speculation 
which is making business money high, 
up to today no early change in the re- 
discount rate here had been expected 
by Wall street. 

Some Wall street people who have 
been right in the past, however, made 
hets today with real money that the 
rediscount rate here would be ad- 
vanced tomorrow. This makes it of 
interest to point out the present board 
of the Federal Reserve bank here was 
recentiy changed in some cases by the 
annual election. 

The board now includes President 
Mitchell, of the National City bank; 
’residient Reyvburn, of Lord and Tay- 
lor, the Fifth Avenue department 
store; Delmar Runkle, president of a 
bank at Hoosic Falls, N. Y.; R. H. 
Treman, president of a bank = at 
Ithaca, N. Y.: President Woodin, of 
American Car and Foundry: VDresi- 
dent Whitmarsh, of Francis H. lLeg- 
gett, the New York wholesale grocery ; 
President Wooley. of American Radi- 
ator; Owen D. Young. chairman of 
(general Electric, now in Paris at the 
reparation’s conference: Gates Me- 
Garrah. an old-time Wall street bank- 
er but in recent years chairman of the 
hoard of the Federal Reserve’ bank 
here. Governor Harrison is not a 
director of the bank. 

Four Bankers Named. 

As shown above, the make-up of the 
board includes four bankers and five 
business men. . All of those in the 
group last named are strong men. Mit- 


ehell and McGarrah are recognized as 
the strong men among the bankers on 
the board. 

In voting on any change in the 
rediscount rate informed Wall Street 
believes the business men on the 
board would be more likely to con- 
sider the general business situation 
alone, while the banker members are 
likely to be more familiar with the 
importance of including the stock 
market in considering the general sit- 
uation, 

In some quarters of Wall Street 
the belief is being expressed that the 
most effective way to check the bull 
stock market which is hurting gen- 
eral trade, would be to lower the 
rediscount rate instead of advancing 
it; that a reduction in the rediscount 
rate would check the flow of foreign 
money to Wall Street, which is gen- 
eraily admitted as one of the impor- 
tant factors in the bull stock mar- 
ket: that a lower rediseount rate 
would eneonrage those now. plunging 
jin the stock market to go the limit; 
that the faster the stock market goes 
the sooner the end will be reached. 

One of the largest stock exchange 
houses in Wall Street that has been 
bullish on the stock market through- 
out all of the upward movement in 
prices pointed out today in its market 
letter sent out to customers before 
the opening of the market that the 
stock market had grown accustomed to 
high money and the varying reasons 
assigned for it but added: ‘Call

CAPONE IN’ CHICAGO 
TOANSWER SUMMONS 


Explosion of Flashlights 
Alarm as He Appears in 
Courthouse. 


Chicago, March 20.—()—‘“Scar- 
face Al’ Capone, in pearl gray spats 
and clothes with the swank of ex- 
clusive tailoring, came back from 
Florida today to tell the government 
about the liquor business, maybe. 

The stocky, black-eyed, black-haired 
ruler of gangs should have left at 
home with the boom-boom of flash- 
lights in his ears and smell of pow- 
der in his nostrils. The explosions, 
however, upset the Federal building. 
which had been awaiting his arrival 
for hours. 

Stenographers screamed and men 
came running from offices as_ the 
photographers finally cornered Ca- 
pone and convinced him of the neces- 
sity for pictures. George E. Q. 
Johnson, the district attorney, leaped 
from his chair, knowing Capone 
was in the building and fearing trou- 
ble. and demanded an end to the con- 
fusion, 

Hundreds of curious persons fol- 
lowed “Scarface Al’ as he left the 
Federal building after cooling his heels 
for most of the morning without hav- 
ing appeared before the grand jury. 
Hle had declined to talk to newspa- 
the two livid marks on his 
left cheek, which give him his nick- 
name, wrinkling as he shook his head 
negatively and repeated “I don’t care 
to answer.”
